itself! has one th at com es to life 
each year and is as real to the 
people who live in the foothills of 
the blue, m ountains as the soft 
white 
snowflakes 
against 
their 
faces or the scent of the C hrist­ 
m as spruce or the Jolly sound of 
"M erry C hristm as." The grown­ 
ups believed it when they were 
children and when they grew up 
they told it to their children and 
so, on and on through the years, 
the tale of "L arry and His Flute” 
lives on.

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A Bit Of History About 
Your Own Adams County 


Thu? Is the 37th in a scries of 
historical talks given over Ha* 
dso Station WG ET by Dr. Rob­ 
ert Fortenbaugh, Adeline Sa­ 
ger 
professor 
of history 
at 
Gettysburg 
College, on 
some 
of the outstanding events and 
interesting episodes rn the de­ 
velopment of Adams County. 


In discussing “How the people 
of Adams County Make their Liv­ 
ing, ' * a convenient starting point 
is the time of the formation of 
Adam* County in 1800. At that time 
there mere resident here 
13.172 
people. Outside of a very few, who 
lived in the half dorm small vil­ 
lages of that day. and carried on 
some small manufactures, or kept 
small mercantile establishments, 
or practiced a profession, or held 
office, the people as a whole made 
their living from working the land. 
In fact, in that period in the his­ 
tory of the United States at least 
go per cent of the people got their 
living from working the land; in 
Atkins County of that day, a fair 
estimate would be that at least 
05 per cent so supported them­ 
selves. 
In our early national history, as 
it had been in colonial days, the 
kind of farming was what is called 
"subsistence'' 
farming —• most 
of 
what the people ate. wore or lived 
in came directly from the land 
which they worked. They indeed 
did atli some of their product, but 
the 
money 
realized 
therefrom 
made up only a small fraction of 
the fruit of their toil. 
Expansion 
Begins 
Up to 1865 this same general eon* 


[ dition obtained but villages were 


j becoming towns, and stores, small 
workshops, 
and 
taverns 
multi­ 
plied. Also a few larger industrial 
* 
interprises and been established, 
such as iron works, saw mills and 
woolen mills, as well as the largest 
j single type of manufacturing — 
, carnage building. As a result of 
all these factors less people de­ 
pended upon working the land for 
their livelihood but the large m a­ 
jority still were so employed. 
Only Two Banks 
Such business organizations as 
as there were, were either single 
or partnership owned. The corpo­ 
rate form was not yet used except 
for the construction and operation 
of turnpikes and railroads, and for 
the establishment 
and 
operation 
of banks, of which there were only 
two in the county before 1865. 
Since 1865 the means of making 
a living in Adams County have 
been greatly 
diversified, 
as 
in­ 
deed they have been in the United 
States as a whole The nation has 
changed 
in the 87 years since, 
from one primarily dependent for 
its wealth upon agriculture to one 
primarily 
department 
for 
ifs 
wealth upon industry. But while 
we say this, let us remember that 
agriculture is still the greatest 
.single 
business 
in 
the 
United 
States, and further furnishes the 
materials for a very large part of 
our industrial operation, Adams 
County, 
while 
affected 
by 
the 
trend in the nation, did not go 
nearly so far, and remains in 1952 
primarily 
an 
agricultural 
com­ 
munity. The majority of the peo­ 
ple of the county still derive their

| of wealth for the entire county. 
4 Working Categories 
I 
In 
the 
county’s 
area 
of 
526 
square 
miles, 
equal 
to 
336,640 
acres, there were, according to the 
census of 1950, 44,197 people. These 
people make their living in rela­ 
tion to four principal categories of 
economic 
activity: 
Agricultural, 
industrial, 
commercial 
and pro­ 
fessional. 
These 
categories 
have 
been stated in order of their sig­ 
nificance, according to the num­ 
bers of people related to each. 
Looking first at the most im­ 
portant category, the agricultural, 
we can get a better idea of its 
scope if we break down the main 
; category into a number of specific 
agricultural activities. First, there 
is 
the 
production 
of 
general 
crops, to which the majority of 
farmers of Adams County princi­ 
pally devote themselves, in the 
| form of corn, wheat, oats, hay, 
barley 
and 
potatoes. 
Secondly, 
there is specialization, with fruit­ 
growing as the outstanding inter­ 
est, in the form of apples, peaches 
and cherries. But specialization in 
vegetable growing Is also very 
significant, in the form of toma­ 
toes, peas and beans. 
Stock-Raising Is Factor 
From these two specialties a 
very large part of cash farm in­ 
come is derived. Thirdly, as an 
agricultural activity, stock-raising 
plays a very important part in the 
farming economy in Adams Coun- 
1 ty. Tl*e raising of cattle both for 
meat and milk is the principal 
source of cash profit in this class, 
followed by the raising of poultry, 
chickens, turkeys and ducks, with 
^the chief emphasis on egg produc- 
| tion. Hogs and sheep hare their 
importance, 
yielding 
pork 
and 
j pork products, wool and lambs, 
while the presence of extensive 
holdings in Adams County by the 
Hanover Shoe Farms accounts foi 
the 
production of blooded race 
horses. It has been said, that for 
this reason Adams County is the 
second largest producing county in 
the United States of race horses 
Figures from reports of the last 
half dozen years give the follow­ 
ing informing data: Number of 
farms. 3,149; 
acreage in farms, 
264 929 
I compare this with the 
336.640 acres of total county area), 
acreage arable, 
181.091: 
acreage 
in woodland, 42,267; state forest 
land, 20 992 acres. 
Specified ( rops 
In 1944 Adams County was h ted 
among the IOO leading counties in 
the United Staten tor specified 
crops. In the number of apple 
trees it stood tenth: in apple pro­ 
duction, eleventh; 
In number of 
peach trees it stood 24th; in peach 
production, 18th; in number of cher­ 
ry trees it stood loth; in (merry pro­ 
duction, 19th; in number of chick­ 
ens mi farms it stood 49th; 
in 


eggs produced, 58th; in acres of 
tomatoes harvested it stood 97th. 
This shows a wide diversity and 
a source of opportunity for highly 
profitable farming. 
The next largest number of peo­ 
ple of Adams County make their 
living from the second category, 
industrial. Throughout the history 
of the county some industrial ac­ 
tivity went on, but it was not un­ 
til the present century that indus­ 
try came to a point of develop­ 
ment sufficient to put it in the 
same class as agriculture. 
E'rnit Processing 
Here again we see a condition 
of 
diversity 
and 
the 
following 
kinds of industrial activity are 
important enough to be noticed: 
Fruit and vegetable processing, 
wood processing, especially furni­ 
ture, leather and rubber goods, 
textiles, 
metal 
products, 
paper 
products and the processing of 
m aterials from mines and quar­ 
ries. The largest single industry 
is fruit and vegetable processing, 
with three of the leading com­ 
panies in the country operating In 
the county. It should be observed 
that these arr founded on agricul­ 
tural production, adding still fur­ 
ther to the significance of agri­ 
culture in the economy of Adams 
County. 
Again, figures, this time as of 
1949, throw a clear light oq the 
industrial situation of the county. 
There were then 103 productive in­ 
dustries, with $35,000,000 in value 
I of product from an investment of 
$11,500,000. These 
103 
Industries 


I were 
organized 
as 
follows: 
46 
j corporations, 20 partnerships, and 
137 individually owned companies, 
j They paid out in w ages and aal- 
aries $9,626,100 to 6,589 workers, of 
whom 3.235 were men and 3,354 
were women. 
( ommerciai Category 
The third category of economic 
activity whereby Adams County 
people make a living is the com­ 
mercial — the exchange of goods 
and services. The principal form 
of commercial operation is through 
the multitude of retail stares in 
every nook 
and corner 
of the 
i county, meeting every need of the 
purchasing public. There are also 
some 
wholesale 
establishments, 
dealing in a number of different 
special lines. 
Included in this line are certain 
cooperatives. Then are to be noted 
the special services such as util­ 
ities water, gas, electricity, tele­ 
phone, amusements, food service, 
lodging service, banks, hair dress­ 
ing establishments, insurance service 
and many other businesses set up 
to serve the needs of the high 
: biuniald living which the people 
of the United States enjoy. 
Battlefield Attraction 
An important factor, not only 
for Gettysburg but for the whole 
county, at least indirectly, is the 
battlefield, with its extensive tour­ 
ist trade. The business opportuni­ 
ties which come from this source 


are to be considered over and be­ 
yond those which come from the 
1947 estimate of 11.600 families 
in the county, with an estimated 
net 
buying 
income 
of approxi­ 
mately $30,000,000. In that same 
year the estimated retail sales 
w'ere over $18,000,000. On Decem­ 
ber 31, 1947, there were 14 banks 
in the county, with deposits of 
$32,000,000. 
The fourth category of econom­ 
ic activity providing a livelihoed 
for 
Adams 
Countians 
may 
be 
called the professional and gen­ 
erally related to established insti­ 
tutions. Adams County is unusu­ 
ally well-supplied with such in­ 
stitutions and a considerable per­ 
sonnel is employed in many dif­ 
ferent capacities in serving them 
that they might in turn serve the 
public. 
School System! 
The 
largest 
establishment 
of 
this kind is the school system, 
both public and parochial. In 1949 
the public school system alone re­ 
ported total receipts of $1,158,000. 
Next come the churches, like the 
schools, spread over the entire 
county, 
and 
serving 
people 
of 
every local community. Next the 
institutions of higher education. 
The full-time officeholders in the 
public service m ake up a consid­ 
erable body, considering those who 
serve the boroughs, the county and 
the commonwealth. 
An appreci­ 
able number are also in the serv­ 
ice of the United States Govern­ 
ment, especially in connection with 
the National Park and the Ce me- J 
tery, as well as at Letterkenny and 
Mechanicsburg. 
The medical profession is well j 
represented, centering 
about the 
hospital, and there are two or*I 
phanages. Such highly specialized 
agencies as the radio station, the 
newspaper plants, and the experi­ 
ment station demand trained p er-! 


sonnel. Add to all these, profes­ 
sional specialists dentists, lawyers, 
writers and brokers, and a consid­ 
erable minor fraction of the people 
of Adams County finding means of 
livelihood, at the sam e time en­ 
riching the life of the county, and 
meeting many human needs. 
Mining Possibilities 
Barring catastrophic changes in 
the manner of life in the United 
States, the indefinite future may 
be expected to work out along the 
lines now being followed. Since 
Adams County is so greatly de­ 
voted to agriculture, the promise 
given to Noah, thousands of years 
ago, may be expected atli! to be 
enjoyed: 
“While 
the 
earth 
re- 
maineth, seed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer | 
and winter, and day and night 
shall not cease.” 
However, 
tom e 
modifications 
might come in the near future, 
affecting the general economic or­ 
ganization of the county and thus 
affecting the means whereby the 
people of the county make their 
living, through possible develop­ 
ment of a new industry, probably 
mining, in extensive areas pur­ 
chased by a large corporation In 
the past three years. 
Further, the development by the 
fderal government In the moun­ 
tains in the southwestern part of 
the county might affect the mode 
and means of making a living for 
large numbers of countians, and 
that not only for those immediate­ 
ly in that corner, but for those in 
a large part of the more souther­ 
ly part of Adams County.

Use 
mercerized 
thread on .spool 
pin 
Loosen lower 
tension 
to accom­ 
modate thickness of elastic thread 
Upper tension remains normal. Ap­ 
proximately four Inches from lower 
edge of both front and back sec­ 
tions. run two rows of stitching , 
This will injure fit of cover when 
it is slipped over the wood Make a 
, cording for Joining front and back 
‘ sections by placing narrow cord 
, bias strip 1 %-inch wide. Length of 
strip is the measurement around

thread. Insert cording betwine back 
and front sections so that right 


sides of covets face each other and 
all raw edges are on inside Stitch in 
place with cording foot attachment 
so that you can stitch close to the 
cord.

J fear-crazed passengers leaped 
into the sea from the storm -stricken 
French liner Champollion Tuesday in 
an attempt to swim ashore. Twenty 
of them drowned.

Champollion, in hopes of getting a 
lin t aboard to rescue the passen­ 
gers still on the stricken hulk split 
across a reef and pounded by high

Survivors of the attempt to swim 
ashore included three women and a 
10-year-old boy. 


Thousands Look On 
They m ade their desperate at­ 
tem pt as heavy weather prevented 
ships standing by the stricken liner 
from getting close enough to take 
off any of the passengers. 


Three British planes m ade unsuc­ 
cessful attempts to fly over the ship 
and drop a cable to connect the 
broken vessel with the shore. 
The beach was filled with thou­ 
sands of spectators who w atched 
the rescue of passengers from the 
pounding surf by m em b ers of the 
fire brigade from Beirut’s In te r­ 
national Airport.

TURNS OUT FOR 
NATIVITY RITE 


Christmas is observed in Beth­ 
lehem on December 25 by. the 
Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
on January 6, by the Greek Ortho­ 
dox and affiliated churches, and 
on January 18 by the Armenians. 
All Bethlehem, however, turns 
out on December 24 for the arrival 
of the Patriarch of Jerusalem — 
Cardinal of the Holy Land — who 
each year brings an ancient effigy 
of the Infant Jesus to Bethlehem 
which he 
lays 
in 
the 
manger 
within the cave where Christ was 
born. 
Dramatically the procession ap­ 
proaches, 
heralded 
by 
a 
aingle 
horseman, his banner streaming

aloft. 
A corps of native police 
mounted upon fiery Arabian horses 
follow 
and then another single 
horseman upon a prancing black 
steed carrying the cross on high;

robed acolytes — swinging golden 
censers — precede the jeweled pa­ 
vilion of the Holy Child. Magnifi­ 
cent corteges of government offi­ 
cials, foreign embassies, bands, re­ 
ligious organisations follow, and 
finally, 
American made 
automo­ 
biles 
mingle 
with 
native 
two­ 
wheeled carriages. 
Stable In Grotto 
The p r o c e s s i o n enters the 
Church of the Nativity. The public 
is not permitted to witness the ac­ 
tual placing of the effigy, aa that 
part of the Church — built above 
the Cave of the Nativity — Is un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the Greek 
Orthodox Church. 
The grotto-like Cave of the Na­ 
tivity in no way conforms to the 
modern conception of a "stable;” 
in biblical times, however, shelters 
tor man and beast were hewn into 
rocky ledges — thus, the Stable of 
Bethlehem. 
On Christmas Eve, m em bers of 
all denominations assemble to sing 
carols above the birthplace of the 
Holy Child before midnight mass 
is solemnized in the Church of the 
Nativity. 


Open House Custom 
Introduced By Dutch 


At Christmastide, the great hall 
of the Saxon* lord was thrown open J 
to peasant and noble alike —all I 
mingling democratically and ex- I 
changing gifts and hearty ch eerj 
during a great feast and festiv­ 
ities composed of dance and song. 
With a tremendous burst of shout­ 
ing. the Yule Log was dragged 
into the hall and placed upon the 
open fire pit. These democratic 
Christmas festivities lasted until 
the last dying embers of the log. 
In our south, prior to the Civil 
War, 
the slaves, following this 
Saxon custom, would soak a log 
in the cypress swamps to extend 
the length of their Christmas free­ 
dom. 
This unrestrained friendship be­

Why You Hang 
J 
%' Holly at Yuletide £ 


Credit the Jagan DruidvS for in­ 
spiring one of the nice Christmas 
customs — decorating with holly. 
The traditional holly for the holi­ 
days is widely believed to have 
had its origin in the Druid prac­ 
tice of brining holly sprigs in­ 
doors. The Druids woodland spirits 
lived in the holly. 
Indoors, holly gave the spirits a 
nice warm place in winter. Be­ 
sides. the lush green holly and the 
contrast of its red berries provid­ 
ed beauty that could be revered 
by men when the sacred oaks 
ware shorn of their foliage. 
The 
early 
Christian 
church 
frowned on such pagan customs 
and tried to stamp them out. In 
due time, however, it was felt 
that some of the customs sould be 
adapted 
to the 
new Christmas 
conception. 
Some beautiful legends associate 
the holly with Christ. In fact, it 
is often called the Christ thorn. 
One legend depicts the leaf spines 
as the crown of thorns; the red 
berries as the sins of the world 
and the blood of Christ. Another 
credits holly with first springing 
up from the footsteps of Christ. 
The plant is said to remain green 
all winter as a reward for once 
hiding Christ from his pursuers. 
The impact of the holly on the 
Christmas 
celebration 
is 
evi­ 
denced in the traditional holiday 
colors, green and red. The Druids 
weren’t the only people of old who 
thought the holly was something 
special. Pliny, the great Roman 
historian, insisted holly blossoms 
casued water to freeze. Also, that 
holly thrown at any wild beast 
would make it lie down tamely 
next to the branch. 
These 
legends,

by 
many people, are said to be the 
reason we decorate with holly.

niger or black hellebore, it gets

It with­ 
stands snow and low tem peratures,

THOUGHT PAGAN 
BY CHRISTIANS 


C hristm as, like any other bless­ 
ed institution, has had to fight its 
battles. The first great enem y of 
C hristm as w as the Rom an em pire 
whose pagan em perors determ ined 
to blot out all kinds of C hristian 
rites. 
Then 
when 
Rom an 
E m peror 
Constantine Christianized the em ­ 
pire other enem ies of C hristm as 
arose. One course of contention 
was: Is D ecem ber 25 really C hrist­ 
m as? Some said Christ was born 
on 
Jan u ary 
6: others 
held 
for , 
M arch 29. Some set April 21 as 
His birthday. Nobody knew with 
com plete confidence just when to 
celebrate C hristm as. At last, in 
the fourth century, Pope Julius I j 
settled the m atter in favor of our j 
present date. His decision w-as uni­ 
versally accepted. 
Season Of Feasting 
From the first there had been j 
among C hristians a certain hostil­ 
ity toward the Christm as festival. 
The celebration of birthdays in 
general was considered heathenish 
and som ething taken over from the I 
pagans 
Nor did the enem ies of 


C hristm as 
fail 
to 
observe 
th at 
m any pagan custom s had crept in­ 
to the feastings of the day. C hrist­ 
m as and the days of Advent th at 
go before it occur at the tim e of 
tile winter solstice, when the days 
cease to grow shorter, and begin 
to lengthen — when the sun, hav­ 
ing 
declined 
its 
furthest 
from 
zenith, begins to clim b again. 
Tile period w as one of festival 
in m any parts of the world, and 
was held sacred by m any reli­ 
gions. Then occurred the Rom an 
Saturnalia, with its wild excesses, 
and the people of the north, too, 
had a great m idw inter feast with 
days of hearty eating and deep 
drinking. It was only natural that 
some of the old pagan rites pecul­ 
iar to the season should be held 
over and incorporated into the re ­ 
joicings of C hristm as. 
Date To Rom as Days 
From the Saturnalia cam e ban­ 
quetings and dancings and riotings 
in m asks and the giving of gifts. 
Our C hristm as dinner and C hrist­ 
m as presents and C hristm as cards 
and 
the 
w earing 
of 
C hristm as 
m asks in 
various 
parts of 
the 
world date back to the Saturnalia 
The m id-winter feast of the north­ 
ern peoples w as called Yule, hence 
our Yuletide and Yule log. The 
burning of the C hristm as log de­ 
scends from northern tree w or­ 
ship. So does the C hristm as tree. 
The ancient Druids gave C hrist­ 
m as its holly and mistletoe. 


Santa Claus seem s to date from 
later Christian tim es. He is good 
St. Nicholas, of course. The hang­ 
ing of stockings com es from the 
legend that the saint, am ong his 
other charities, used to provide 
doweries for poor girls. The older 
form of the Christm as stocking 
custom was for poor girls to hang 
up stockings Ll the hope th at be­ 


nevolent St. Nicholas would place 
m arriage portions in them .

NEW YEAR MAY 
BOAST OLDEST 
GREETING FORM 


“Happy New Year,” said in one 
way or another, is probably the 
world’s oldest and most universal 
holiday greeting. 
The coming of the new year has 
been marked and celebrated since 
prehistoric time. It has not always 
been January I, however, and even 
now many peoples celebrate gome 
other date as New Year’s Day. 
January I, in fact, is an arbi­ 
trary date set by the Romans be­ 
fore Julius Caesar established the 
calendar that is the basis for the 
date used in most western coun­ 
tries. January I, in ancient Rome, 
marked the day that consuls and 
other officials took office, and until 
Caesar set things straight it was 
sometimes 
juggled 
considerably 
for the political benefit of one of- 
iceholder or another. 
Error In Calculation 
An error in Caesar’s calculation 
(3654 days however, allowed Jan ­ 
uary I to creep away from its 
original astronomical place, and 
by 1582 when Pope Gregory XIII 
instituted the reformed Julian cal­ 
endar in use today, spring’s first 
day had gained 14 days on the 
stars. 
Practical as it is, the Gregorian 
calendar gained slow acceptance. 
The British Empire, including its 
American colony, did not adopt it 
until 1752. Young George Washing­ 
ton, who had turned 20 on Febru­ 
ary ll, 1752, had to wait until 
February 22. 1753, to attain his 
majority.

The Halvorson firm claim s to 
be the biggest operator in the field.

million trees. At full production, 
10,000 trees are processed in one 
day. Many of the trees com e from 
the firm ’s own 15,000-acre tract. 
Others com e from areas owned by 
federal, state or county govern­ 
ments.

Miles From Highways 
Most areas in which the trees

Paul Bunyan lore, spreading sm all 
trees across the path to support 
tractors with extra wide treads. 
The sm all black spruce are cut

steel bows. Tractors pull big loads 
of trees over the m ucky sw am p­ 
land and through the woodlands 
to main roads, where trucks pick 
them up.

A conveyor belt pulls the trees 
into a

dries the trees before the top coat­

Green Is Most Popular 
Seventy-five per cent of the Hal­ 
vorson trees 
are painted 
bright 
green, 15 per cent silver and IO 
per cent white. Short strands of 
rayon fiber are sprayed on 
the 
white trees, giving them a frosty 
finish. 
Whirling blades shave the tree 
trunks at the 
base and 
whittle 
them down to a half-inch dowel. 
A steel stand, six inches high and 
filled

then clam ped on the trunk.

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TIME TO THINK 
OF FRUIT CAKE 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Associated Press Food Editor 
If s not too soon to be thinking 
ahead to Christmas — if you have 
fruit-cake making In mind. This 
recipe for that scrumptious holiday 
concoction should be baked a month 
to six weeks before Christmas so 
/'th a t the cakes can mellow. This fruit 
cake slices best when it has been 
allowed to age. and it remains moist. 
You will note that 
the recipe 
directs keeping the cake in a cool 
place while it mellows 
By cool 
place we mean a kitchen cabient 
or pantry’ where the temperature is 
not included to go much beyond 
70 degrees. If you do store the 
wrapped cakes at room tem pera­ 
ture in this way, place them in a 
tightly covered tin box. 
Take Two Days 
However, lf you can spare the 
refrigerator 
space, 
the 
wrapped 
cakes 
will 
mellow 
even 
better 
there, and they slice wonderfully 
well when they are cold 
Stored 
in 
either 
place, 
the 


cakes should be wrapped in two 
thicknesses of heavy waxed paper 
or in one thickness of alumium foil 
One more tip: Spread your fruit­ 
cake making over two day.? 
On 
one day get the dried and canned 
fruit and nutm eats ready and mix 
with a cup of flour as the recipe 
directs. Next day prepare the bat­ 
ter, mix with the floured fruit and 
nuts and bake the cakes. 
Note that this recipe calls for 
thrifty, convenient, and nutritious 
evaporated milk—and that it makes 
two to four loaves 
Keep one or 
two for the family, give one or two 
gaily-wrapped 
loaves away. Since 
this fruit cake is neither fiark nor 
light, but in between, a lot of 
eaters will enjoy it.

Method: Rinse raisins and cur­ 
rants in hot water; drain well. Cut 
cherries in quarters

Divide mixture 
evenly and press into pans, leveling 
tops lf desired, decorate top with 
additional pieces of candied fruits 
such as pineapple and cherries, and 
nuts. Bake in very slow (275 F.) 
oven until done. about 2 hours for 
the small cakes, or about 2 4 hours 
for the larger cakes. (When cakes 
are done, they ar# lightly browned 
and tiny cracks begin to appear in 
the top. These cracks close when 
cakes cool ) 
Cool cakes in pans 
about IO minutes, then turn out on 
racks and place right side up again 
to finish cooling 
When ready to 
store cakes to ripen, remove waxed 
paper from them and rewrap either 
in clean waxed paper or aluminum 
foil Keep in cool place until ready 
to use Makes 6 pounds frui cake.

Israel have, in the spirit of C hrist­ 
m as, agreed to let down the bar­ 
riers fo ra few days so that the 
C hnstiam s of Israel m ay cross 
from the New Jerusalem into the 
Old City and go on from there to 
Bethlehem and return 
It Is expected that about 5.000 
Christians in Israel will take ad­ 
vantage of th*; opportunity to cross ( 
the lines and spend Christm as day 1 
with their relatives in Jordan. 
Two-Way Crossings 
Foreigners coming to the Holy 
Land during the Christm as season 
will be perm itted to cross the lines 
and return via M andelbaum Gate 
so that they m ay leave the coun­ 
try from the sam e aerodrom e at 
which they arrived 
Up to now Christian travellers 
arriving in Israel were given per­

berries. 
Because

this magical healing, it was or­ 
dained that mistletoe should grow 
neither on heaven nor earth, but 
suspended be tween. That is ’he 
reason, runs the legend, that mis­ 
tletoe is found growinc bn trees. 
Powers Of Healing 
Mistletoe was of special signifi­ 
cance to the Druids, ancient pagan 
priests of England, who cut it off 
trees with a golden knife used only 
for that purpose They believed it 
possessed 
wonderful 
powers 
of 
healing and acted as a protection 
from witchcraft. During the De­ 


cember religious rites, it was be­ 
stowed upon individuals as a spe­ 
c ia l mark of honor. 
Because of its supposed salutary 
properties, 
mistletoe 
was 
often 
hung over the doors of primitive 
houses as a sign of good-will. Be­ 
lief in magic has disappeared, but 
this custom still remains. And a 
kiss under the mistletoe still has 
beneficent effects. Try it and see

On the Pacific coast, it is princi­ 
pally Douglas fir. 
In Maryland. Virginia and Wash­ 
ington. D. C.. a scrub pine takes a 
trimming. 
In other localities, white pine, 
southern pine. hemlock, red angl 
white cedar and redwood are used. 
The business of harvesting this 
annual crop begins in the fall, 
when cutters go into the woods 
after trees. It continues as truck­ 
ers bring huge loads to metropolitan 
markets. 
In most cases, Christmas free 
harvests are actually a part of 
good forest management. 
Many land owners manage their 
swamps to make them yield a 
crop of trees year 
after year. 
Thinning operations are another 
source of Yule trees. 
Farmers have discovered that 
they can get a cash crop from 
eroded acres by harvesting Christ­ 
mas trees IO to 15 years after they 
are planted. 


Italy Claims Grave 
Of St. N icholas 


Santa Claus, otherwise St. Nich* j 
olas, otherwise the one-ti^ie bishop 
of Myra r n Asia Minor, is buried 
in Bari, Italy. His body was stolen 
from its original tomb in Myra and 
swiftly borne to Bari by Italian 
sailors, who thought back in 1087 
that a saint’s body brought pros- j 
parity and good luck to your town. I 
St. Nicholas, who was tortured 
and imprisoned for his faith during 
the reign of Em peror Diocletian, 
found no rest m his fwd. tomb wt 
Myra 
Always 
some 
expedition 
wa* attempting to remove his re­ 
mains. 
However, once buried again in 
Bari, the saint’s body was cred­ 
ited with curing 30 people of dis­ 
temper and performing other m ir­ 
acles. So Bari became a place of 
pilgrimage, and the legends about 
St. Nicholas multiplied apace. 
We owe 
our 
notion 
of Santa 
Claus 
as 
a 
secret 
dispenser 
of 
gifts to a story that St. Nicholas 
once saved three girls from a life 
of prostitution by throwing purses 
of gold through a window in Pat- 
ara. thus 
permitting 
a 
poverty 
stricken 
nobleman 
to 
give 
his 
daughters suitable dowries as cus­ 
tom demanded. 
In 
addition, St. 
Nicholas was 
credited with restoring life to some 
boys who had been slain and dis 
membered bv a wicked innkeeper 
of M \ra — hence the occasional 
stained glass windows in which the 
saint Is shown beside three lads 
in a tub. There were many other 
stories about St. Nicholas, who be­ 
came San Nicolas* in rhe dialect 
of the New York Dutch. 


SAYS CHILDREN

“Children

Claus 
more when they know what he 
really is,” Duke University psy­ 
chologist Dr. Gelolo McHugh says 
“ No one enjoys finding out that 
he has been kept in the dark,” 
says the specialist in child psy­ 
chology, “and children are no ex­ 
ception.” The real meaning of San­ 
ta Claus is the joy of giving to 
make others happy, says Dr Mc­ 
Hugh. and no child should be de­ 
prived of this privilege. 
Trouble Later 
Later parents have the difficult 
job of explaining that there is no 
.lolly old Christmas man, Dr. Mc­ 
Hugh points out. When the truth 
comes out the parent has placed 
himself in the position of being re­ 
sponsible for Santa's disappear­ 
ance. 
Santa should be a part of Christ­ 
mas, however, Dr. McHugh he­ 
aves, but from the very beginning, 
he should be treated as a wonder­ 
ful pretend game. This method has 
proved successful with many chil- 
fren. the specialist says, including 
iris own two young boys. 
Children, who love to make-be­ 
lieve, are perfectly capable of en­ 
joying Santa, reindeer, chimneys 
and all, while knowing in their 
hearts, when they stop to ask them ­ 
selves, that he is a pretend person. 
he says. 
The Real Santa 
The child who takes part in the 
SantR game doesn’t have to won­ 
der on Christmas morning why 
Santa didn’t like him well enough 
to bring the expensive toys that 
were ordered from the North Pole, 
the psychologist points out. 
The young Indianapolis mother

Poinsettia Will 
Bloom Next Xmas 


The poinsettia has long been a 
popular Christm as plant but prob­ 
ably few people have given much 
thought to the fact that it does 
come into bloom each year only 
at this season. 
The poinsettia is one of a group

plants 
known 
as 
short 
day 
plants because it will bloom only 
in the season of the year with 
short day length periods, prefer­ 
ably IO hours or less. That is why 
it is always in bloom during the

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Nativity Festival Observed 
By Romans; American Customs 
Are Changed Little By Years 


H ts Christmas changed in the 
manner in which it is observed ,in 
so-called modem times from the 
/festivals of 50 or IOO years ago? 
Not in its essentials, at least, ac­ 
cording to the memories ol old­ 
sters or the printed records. 
The carols sung today, the im ­ 
pressive liturgical observances in 
many of the churches, the custom 
of decking the home, the business 
place and the house of worship, in 
holiday greens — all 
are 
little 
changed in a century or more. 
Neither are the greetings, 'M er-1 
ry Christmas,” or "Happy New 
Tear,” and of course Santa Claus 
has been coming over the rooftops^ 
each Christmas Eve beyond the 
memory of man. To the youngster, 
at least, tw’o of the inseparable 
symbols of Christmas are Santa 
and the Christmas Tree 
Old Customs Prevail 
These pines and hemlocks and 
cedars that sparkle by day with 
tinsel and gleam with lights by 
night are as much a part of the 
Christmas season as the exchange 
of gifts, the singing of Chris tm a 
carols and the services in th** 
churches. 
The Christmas Tree to hundreds 
of 
Gettysburg 
children 
and 
to 
grownups too, is. in fact, * ‘Christ­ 
m as,” for it is usually around the 
tree that gifts are placed, 
and 
carols often sung, and Christmas I 
trees are used effectively in nearly 
all church decorations 
The observance of Christmas, in 


one way or another, goes back into 
antiquity. The institution oi the 
Christmas festival may have orig­ 
inated 
as early as 138-161 
A D 
but the first certain traces are not 
found 
until 
about 
180-192 
AD. 
There was no uniformity in the 
period of observing the Nativity 
among the early churches; some 
held the festival in the spring oth­ 
ers in January, with the Feast of 
the Epiphany. 
Held Ville F east 
Christmas, from the fifth to the 
eighth centuries, gathered around 
it other festivals, partly old and 
partly new. Not casually or arbi­ 
trarily wafe the festival of the Na­ 
tivity celebrated on December 25. 
One of the principal causes was 
that almost all nations regarded 
the winter solstice as the turning 
point 
of 
the 
year, 
the 
begin­ 
ning of the renewed life and activ­ 
ity of the powers of nature. 
At the winter solstice the Norse­ 
men held their Yule feast in com ­ 
memoration of the fiery §un-wheel. 
Many of the usages of the Ger­ 
mans 
and 
the 
Romans 
were 
adapted 
from 
heathenism 
to 
Christianity, but the church sought 
to combat and banish the deep­ 
rooted heathen feeling by adding 
its grandly devised liturgy, 
be­ 
sides dram atic representations of 
the birth of Christ. 
Hence 
sprang 
the 
‘‘manger 
songs” and a multitude of Christ­ 
mas carols as well as Christmas 
dramas.

j traceable to the Roman Saturnalia, 
and was probably first imported 
into Germany with the conquering 
legions of DrusuK. The Christmas 
tree with its pendent toys and 
mannikins is portrayed by Vergil. 


Started In R om e 
Christmas was first celebrated 
on its present date in Rome about 
350 A D. It made its way to Ger­ 
many, and to England, and from 
the e countries was brought to 
America by early settlers, 
Fiftv years ago a half dollar 
would buy a good-sized Christmas 
tree and some could be purchased 
for 
less. 
Hundreds 
of 
persona, 
particularly in rural areas, went 
into the woods and cut their own. 
Today the supplying of Christmas 
trees for the Yuletide season is 
Big Business.” Millions of trees 
are cut each year, bundled and

hauled to the large centers by 
freight car and truck. Others are 
cut nearer home. Relatively few 
persons cut their own any more. 
Nowadays many families 
“put 
up the tree” many days before 
Christmas, but it was the well- 
setablished custom 50 years ago to 
wait until Christmas Eve. when a 
virtual ceremony was made 
of 
placing* the tree and decorating it. 
Sometimes the children were al­ 
lowed 
to help, 
particularly 
the 
older ones, but once trimmed, the 
“parlor” doors were closed, and 
the children got no further glimpse 
of the tree until Christmas morn­ 
ing. Pop and Mom placed the gifts 
around the tree while the young­ 
sters slept, and “visions of sugar 
plums danced in their heads.’’ 
String Popcorn For Tree 
Decorating the tree was differ­ 
ent then in other ways. Fewer of 
the decorations came from a store 
counter. There were, of course, 
colored 
balls, 
small 
figures 
of 
Santa Claus, strings of tinsel, little 
fragile 
glass 
birds 
and 
candle 
holders purchased for the tree. But 
the real fun of decorating seemed 
to 
come 
in 
popping corn 
and 
stringing it; in making chains of 
colored paper; in festooning the 
tree with strings of raisins. 
Figures of angels were made 
from paper or cotton. Sticks of 
peppermint or birch candy in gay 


Prayer. “O rome let us adore him," 
these children pray on Christmas 
eve.

stripes were used. Paper cornu­ 
copias 
were 
put 
together 
and 
filled with "clear toys,” amber, 
red, green and white candy, and 
with raisins, cookie* or oranges. 
The 1902 counterpart of a "R ag­ 
gedy Ann” doll, often called then 
"Betts Ann," was hung on a pine 
bough. Mother made gingerbread 
men, with 
raisins for eyes 
and 
these were hung on the tree 
And of course the tree had to 


be lighted, sometimes with disas­ 
trous 
results, 
for the 
lights 
in 
those 
days were 
not strings of 
electric bulbs in red, green, yel­ 
low. 
blue or white 
They were 
small candles, in holders %which 
clipped onto the branches. Every­ 
one had to be warned, because the 
flickering flames from the candles 
could, and often 
did. ignite the 
dry pine needles. 
Fifty years ago Christmas trees 
were placed out of doors as well 
as 
inside, and 
were 
decorated 
much as they are today, except 
for the lights made possible by 
electricity. Stores remained open 
evenings then as now during the 
holiday rush. The sound of sleigh- 
bells was melodious on the eve­ 
ning 
air. 
a 
much 
more 
tuneful 
sound than the exhausts of trucks 
and automobiles. 
Only within the last two decades 
has Christmas lighting and decorat­ 
ing been 
adopted to public dis- 
i plays such as now grace the prin- 
! cipal business streets in Gettys­ 
burg and most other cities.

The editor added that the only 
persons unhappy about the w eath­ 
er w ere those who feared the next 
year s fruit prospects would be de­ 
stroyed because of the unseason­ 
able, warm weather.

Pastors Remembered 
But the com m ercial, as is the 
custom of today, was mixed with 
the hum an and the real m eaning 
of Christmas. A story in the Star 
and Seminal related; "The people 
of St. Jam es Church, young and 
; old. had a good tim e on Monday 
evening last. Christm as Eve. 
A 
beautiful and im pressive service 
was held by the Sunday School, 
teachers, officers and children. In 
the altar. In front of the pulpit, 
stood a m agnificent Christm as tree 
laden with good things for the little 
ones." 
The story then related how the 
children went to the tree to take 
from it their gifts that had been the 
tree's decorations, 
and how the 
teachers and adults enjoyed their 
ice cream and cake. 
The story continued: "On the
